-10. The polymerizable (meth)acrylic acid ester compound for an alkali-soluble resin of 
claim 1, wherein Ri represents a hydroxyl group, R2 represents a hydroxy! group, and R3 
^ represents a hydrogen atom.— 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-9 are all the claims pending in the application. Claim 10 has been added by this 
instant Amendment Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.111. 

The present invention relates to a novel (meth)acrylic acid ester compound, with claims 
amended to recite for an alkali-soluble resin . Support for the amendment is found on page 1 of 
the Specification, under "Field Of The Invention", at lines 1-7. The instant invention can be 
preferably used as a photosensitive composition in the production of semiconductors such as IC, 
etc. Thus, the claimed compound has to be a polymerizable compound, as the amended claims 
recite. Support for such amendment is found on page 1 of the Specification, "Field Of The 
Invention", on page 2, in the fourth paragraph, at lines 14-18, and on page 15, 2 nd line from the 
bottom thru page 16, at line 3, of the Specification. 

The Ahlheim et al. compounds (specifically compounds 2-5 of Ahlheim et ah) are a 
structural isomer of the present compound, and therefore different. 

The isomer of the present compound in Ahlheim et ah cannot be polymerized . The 
following data is experimental evidence supporting this statement: 

13.8 g (30 mmol) of Compound 1 obtained in Synthesis Example 1 of the present 
application was dissolved in a mixture of 54 g of NN-dimethylacetamide and 6 g of THF. The
